DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited tape roll. The 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features of a substrate that includes a length of 
tape having a first and second side, wherein the second is at least partially covered with a 
pressure sensitive adhesive, a tab having a first and second side, wherein a portion of the tab has 
a non-adhesive portion that coincides with the first end of the tab and is covered with a pressure 
sensitive adhesive on the second side, wherein the first end of the of the adhesive is adjacent to 
the end of the non-adhesive portion and the second end coincides with the end of the tab. The 
closest prior art of record. Dills in view of Hanmiond and Golub, discloses different adhesive 
products, which either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above 
limitations.
